Life terms for petrol station murder

Germans feel support for UNIFIL 
a waste of taxpayers’ money

BONN, — West Germany's role in 
supplying equipment to the UN 
peace-keeping force in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL) was criticized here on 
Wednesday as wasting taxpayers’ 
money. 


Seventy-four German army 


trucks, trailers and motorcycles 
were airlifted by the Luftwaffe to Tel 
Aviv and handed over to UN troops 
from Nepal last weekend. 


But West German Radio, in a 


report from Israel, said yeaterday 
that Bonn had not supplied any spare 
parts for the vehicles and that the 
Nepalese units appeared insuf- 
ficiently trained to handle and care 
for them. 


Under these conditions and once in 
the field, dh unlikely that the 
equipment last very long, the 
broadcast said. ed 

A spokesman for the Bonn defence 
ministry confirmed that no spare 
parts had been shipped, but added 
that the UN had not asked for any. 
Bonn sent only what the UN 
specifically requested, the 
spokesman explained. 

A 15-man detachment of 
Bundeawehr soldiers which arrived 
with the airlift in Israel familiarized 
the Nepalese with the trucks over the 
weekend, but has since returned to 
West Germany. 

The trucks, plus communications 
equipment and 215 tents also 
delivered, reportedly cost DM5m. 


State ordered to pay damagés to. 
civil servant cleared of bribe charge 


TEL AVIV. — District Court Judge 
ordered 


accepting 8 bribe and acquitted after 
the prosecution dropped charges. 

The judge ordered the state to pay 
Yisrael Steinberg, who was 
employed by the Ministry of 
Defence, IL.22,250 he claimed as his 
expenses In the case — less 115,805 
he had previously been awarded by a 
committee. 

In her judgment, Ben-Ito streased 
that a recent correction in the law 
allowed judges to instruct the state 
to pay the accused's expenses and 


compensation for arrest if acquitted. 
While it was not reasonable to ex- 
pect the state to com; jate every 
citizen found not mullty,, it should 
compensate in those cases where 
there was no reason to prosecute. 
“The clause does not compen- 
sate the victim." she said; “it also 
warns those who prosecute in 
criminal cases to be doubly careful 
before placing a man in the dock.” 
Steinberg, who has been a civil 
servant since 1949, was represented 
by advocate Yehuda Azmon, who 
conducted an extensive investigation 
of his own and finally persuaded the 
prosecution to withdraw charges.

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Dollar boosted by U.S. 
plan to auction gold 


LONDON (Reuter). — The dollar 
soared and gold plunged on Buro- 
pean markets yesterday fol! 

the announcement that the U.S. 
Planned to tap its huge gold reserves 
to support its weakened currency. 

Gold plummetted more than six 
dollars an ounce on the London and 
Zurich bullion markets to below $170 
an ounce after the U.S. treasury said 
it would hold at least six monthly 
auctions of 800,000 ounces each. star- 
ting on May 23. 

The news that the U.S. plans to 
take concrete action to improve its 
vast trade deficit and bolster the 
value of the sagging dollar had an 
immediate impact on European 
forelgn exchange markets. 

In London, the dollar jumped to 
2.0655 German marks from 
Wednesday's close of 2.0482, and 
went on advancing until late yeater 
day afternoon it was being traded at 
2.0805 marks. 

It was trading at 1.9745 Swiss 
francs, compared with 1.9165 on 
Wednesday night; 225.45 yen, com- 
pared with Wednesday's 221.6; and 
4.66 French francs compared with 
Wednesday's closing price of 4.58. 


Sterling dropped trom 1.8448 to 
1.8425 to the dollar. 

The pattern was the same in 
Zurich, Frankfurt, Paris, Milan, 
Amsterdam and Tokyo. 

The dollar was also helped by in- 
dications that the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Board — America's central 
bank — was moving to tighten 
domestic credit to curb inflation. 

The planned U.S. gold sales are 
small In the context of America's 
trade deficit of nearly $27 billion last 
year, and only a tiny fraction of the 
277.5 million ounces held at Fort 
Knox will go on the market. 

South Africa, the world’s biggest 
gold producer, auctions 400.000 to 
430,000 ounces of gold each week, far 
more than the quantity the U.S. is 
Planning to sell. 

But foreign exchange dealers said 
the U.S. decision gave a psy- 
chological boost to the dollar 
because it showed Washington was 
willing to defend the U.S. currency. 
In Bonn, a finance ministry 
spokesman said Finance Minister 
Kans Matthoefer welcomed the an- 
nouncement as Likely to stabilise the 
dollar on foreign exchange markets. 


FBI men protest as ex-chiefs tried 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — With near- 
ly 1,000 FBI agents demonstrating 
outside, former FBI director L. 
Patrick Gray and two assistants 
yesterday pleaded not guilty to 
federal charges Involving alleged il- 
legal wiretaps and mail openings in 
the investigation of Weatherman 
terrorists. 


As Gray. former associate direc- 
tor Mark Felt and former in- 


. telligence chief Edward Miller 


entered the court, hundreds of FBI 
agents — who travelled to 
Washington at their own expense — 
quietly protested the charges. 
“Gentlemen, by our presence. you 
may be assured that every man ana 
woman in this bureau stands behind 
you" sald an agent from the New 
York office. 


The former officials were indicted 
last week for their part in connection 
with mail openings and wiretaps in- 
volving friends and associates of the 
fugitive radical Weatherman group 
who were active in the early 1970s. 

The Weathermen claimed respon- 
sibility for a series of hombings of 
public and corporate buildings, in- 
eluding the Capitol. the State 
Department and the Pentagon. They 
have not been caught. 

Gray, appointed by President 
Richard Nixon to succeed J. Edgar 
Hoover following Hoover's death. 
had the title of acting director 
because the Senate never confirmed 
his nomination. Nixon finally 
withdrew the nomination after Gray 
became personally involved in the 
‘Watergate scandal, and was accused 
of burning Watergate evidence. 


CENTO meeting ends with call for 
peace in Ethiopia and Middle East 


LONDON (Reuter). — The U.S., Bri- 
tain, Turkey, Iran and Pakistan 
yesterday jointly expressed the hope 
that the Eritrean conflict would be 
brought to a peaceful conclusion and 
that ail external forces would be 
withdrawn from Ethiopia. 

They said that the Eritrean dis- 
pute should be peacefully ended un- 
der the aegis of the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU). 


The five nations issued a com- 
munique at the end of a two-day 
meeting of the foreign ministers 
council of their Central Treaty 
Organization (CENTO) defence 
alliance which concluded yesterday. 

The communique said that the 
CENTO ministers noted that Somali 
forces had been withdrawn from the 


Ogaden area of the Horn of Africa 
and the fighting there had been 
reduced. But they expressed concern 
that this dispute should have led to 
armed conflict, with foreign in- 
tervention, on the scale that it had. 

On the Middle East, the com- 
munique said that the CENTO 
ministers agreed that the continuing 
failure to achieve peace in the region 
constituted a grave threat to world 
peace. 

It stressed the importance of 
withdrawal on all fronts pursuant to 
UN Security Council] Resolution 242 
and the resolution of all aspects of 
the Palestinian question in a way 
that recognizes the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people and enables 
them to participate in the determina- 
tion of their own future. . 
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Western ministers to meet on Namibia 


LONDON (UPI). — The U.S. and 
Britain have called a conference of 
five Western foreign ministers this 
weekend to seek agreement on a 
Peace settlement for South West 
Africa (Namibia), British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen said yester- 
day. 


Owen told a news conference that 
he and U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
‘Vance sent the invitations to the 
Canadian, French and West German 
foreign ministers on Wednesday 


before Vance flew to Moscow for two 
days of talks with Soviet leaders. 

Owen seid Vance will return here 
for the meeting. He sald they will 
take the opportunity for further talks 
on a Rhodesian peace settlement too. 

The U.S., Britain, Canada, France 
and West Germany make up the so 
called "contact group"’ which has 
been negotiating with South Africa 
on terme for a peaceful transfer of 
power to black majority government 
im Namfbia before the end of this 
year. 


Far-reaching amnesty in Chile 


SANTIAGO. — Chile's military junta 
decreed a general amnesty on 
Wednesday that in the words of a 
jubilant Chilean human rights 
leader, ‘‘wipes out all past national 
security convictions by the military 
courts" since the armed forces took 
power here on September 11, 1973. 

“Literally thousands of ons 
are affected by the decree," the 
leader said. 


The amnesty was announced 
without fanfare by publication of the 
bare text of the official decree in 
Wednesday's edition of the Chilean 
government's official gazette. It was 
signed by ali four members of the 
ruling junta. and its publication in 
the gazette means it became effec- 
tive on Wednesday. 


Specifically, the decree provides 
amnesty for all persons convicted of 
whatever crimes by military 
tribunals between September 11, and 
last Wednesday, and amnesty for all 
persons who committed law infrac- 
tiona while the state of slege was in 
force (September 11, 1973-March 10, 
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1978.) The main exceptions relate to 
crimes such as homicide, armed 
robbery, drug trafficking, kidnap- 
ping, arson, rape, embezzlement and 
drunken driving.

F-15 for fifth graders 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Air Force, concerned over the Saudi 
Arabians’ ability to maintain the 
sophisticated F-15s which U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter wants to sell 
them, is trying to rewrite the plane's 
technical manuals into fifth-grade 
language, sources say. 

The sources, who asked not to be 
identified, said the Air Force [5 con- 
cerned that Saudi ground crewmen 
might not understand the plane's 
maintenance procedures unless the 
manual [8 greatly simplified. 

Military officials acknowledge 
they foresee major problems in 
training the Saudi mechanics, large- 
Ty because of the lower level of 
education in Saud! Arabia. 

“Maintenance personnel is our 
biggest problem,"* said a senior of- 
ficial. ‘“There is a shortage of train- 
ed technical manpower in Saudi 
Arabia." 

Officials say Saudi pilots will re- 
quire about two years to become ful- 


ly trained in flying the new fighter, 
triple the time required by U.S. Air 
Force pilots. 

The officials, who rate the F-15 one 
of the world’s best fighter planes, 
say they are confident that Saudi 
pllots with experience in flying 
older-type jets will be able to pilot 
the F-15s. The U.S. Air Force turns 
out its own F-15 pilots in eight 
months. following basic flight train- 


ing. 

Astudy by military analysts some 
time ago contended that the F-15 
would be too complex a plane for 
Saudi pilots to handle, but Defence 
Department officials say this is now 
the minority view. 

The Carter administration has 
proposed selling 60 F-15s to Saudi 
Arabia as part ofa deal that 
includes the sale of 15 F-15s and 75 F- 
168 to Israe] and 50 shorter-range 
FSEs to Egypt.

Rhodesia seen 


lifting ban on 


Mugabe, Nkomo followers - 


SALISBURY (AP). — The new 
racially-mixed government is ex- 
pected soon to lift the official ban on 
two black nationalist movements ag 
a first step toward a ceasefire.in the 
five-year-old Rhodesian civil war, a 
Salisbury newspaper reported 
yesterday. 

The ruling executive council of 
Prime Minister Ian Smith, Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa, the Reverend 
Ndabaningi Sithole and Chief 
Jeremiah Chirau has been discuss- 
ing the fate of the outlawed 
movements, the independent daily 
“Rhodesia Herald’’ quoted a tran- 
sitional government spokesman as 
saying. 

The movements in question: are 
Robert Mugabe's Zimbabwe African 
National Union (ZANU) and Joshua 
Nkomo's Zim babwe African Peoples' 
Union (ZAPU). They were banned in 
the early 1960s after fierce interfac- 
tonal fighting. Many of Rhodesia's 
6.7 million blacks are believed by im- 
partial observers to support either 


ZAPU or ZANU, but not necessarily 
“their two foreign-based leaders. 

The transitional government, try-" 
ing to lead the country to black rule 
for the first time by December 31, 
has set a cease-fire as its most 
urgent goal. 

The lifting of the ban would follow 
other moves to implement the March 
3 “internal settlement’’ reached 
between Smith and his three black 
allies, the newspaper reported. 

More than half of the country's 950 
political detainees, originally in- 
carcerated by the previous white 
minority government, are being 
freed in groups each day. Black co- 
minister of justice Byron Hove has 
predicted that all will be released 
shortly. 

‘The internal settlement excluded 
the guerrilla leaders, but the ex- 
ecutive council has repeatedly 
declared that Nkomo and Mugabe 
are welcome to join in the settlement 
and contest elections if they disavow 
violence and return to Rhodesia. 


Kyprianoucalls Turks’ plan ‘ridiculous’

Waldheim, who admitted there 
was “considerable disagreement” 
among the Greek and Turkish 
Cypriots, said he would study the 
situation in New York and then 
decide whether to ask both sides 
back to the negotlating table. 

The Greek rejection was im- 
mediately challenged by Raut 
Denktash, leader of the Turkish 
Cypriot community. ‘'They are not 
showing goodwill,” he said. . 

‘The arms embargo was imposed 
by the U.S. Congress after the 1974 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus, which 
left almost 40 per cent of the island 
occupied by the Turkish army. 

Congress has 50 far refused to lift 
the embargo or consider a new 
defence agreement with Turkey, on 
the grounds that the Turks have not 
come up with constructive proposals 
on Cyprus.

MOSCOW. — Police yesterday seized 
the Russian wife of an American un- 
iversity professor after ahe tried to 
chain herself to railings outside the 
U.S. embassy in protest at Soviet 
refusals te let her leave the country. 

Uniformed police on duty at the 
building were taken by surprise 
when Irina McClellan, 39, and her 18- 
year-old daughter Lena steged the 
protest at midday. 

But within seconds five policemen 
moved in and tore away placards 
which the women had brandished, 
bearing the words “Four years 
waiting for a visa." and “Let mé out 
to my husband." 

Before taking a placard from un- 
der her coat, Mrs, McClellan fasten- 
ed her left arm to the railings with a 
chain and padlock. 

Policemen raced from the em- 
bassy's doorways and struggled for 
more than a minute with the two 
women. Mrs, McClellan cried aut, 
“Oh, it hurts."" 

There was much pushing, but 
reporters who witnessed the incident 
saw no blows. 

About five policemen eventually 
gathered around the women, and 
soon Mrs. McClelian was forced into 
@ hut near the embassy that police 
use as their operations office. As of- 
ficers forced her to the hut, she call- 
ed, “I'll come myself, 111 come 
myself.""

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COPENHAGEN. — The Baltic Sea, 
whose waters are shared by East 
and West in northern Europe, has 
become an arena of heightened 
military and economic tension in the 
past few months. 

Seven nations border its shores — 
two Western, two neutral and three 
communist. Among them they share 
a key shipping artery, an important 
fishery, the of offshore 
petroleum riches and the hazards of 
& vulnerable front in the event of 
war. 

It is the latter. that provides the 
most dramatic sign of tension. In re- 
eent years, the Warsaw Pact 
nations, led by the Soviet Union, 
have steadily increased their air and 
sea patrols in the Baltic. Sharing the 
eastern end of the sea — the only out- 
let is to the West — the Russians, 
Poles and Hast Germans know that 
their fleets could be bottled up if war 
came, and they have pursued an 
aggressive pattern of manoeuvres to 
be alert for attack and to keep the 
Western powers on the defensive. 

They have been moving their 
beach-landing practice areas ever 
westward, closer to West Germany 
and Denmark. 

It is a theatre in which both sides 
are vuinerable. The sea’s low sandy

Until the end of that 
period, we aha! not be able to forgo 
adequate security arrangements in 
the occupied territories — 
arrangements to be determined in 
the course of the peace negotiations 
and in an atmosphere of com- 
promise. 3 

For all our appreciation of Sadat's 
initiative, we cannot permit 
ourselves to ignore Egypt's isolation 
and the extremely hostile stand 

him adopted by the “hard- 
line" Arab states. Egypt and its 
President may still back down from 
the peace progress. Sadat too is only 
mortal. We must thérefore maintain 
all our defences In 8 state of max- 
imum preparedness until all the 
stages in the implementation of 
-peace with all our neighbours have 
been completed. We must not forget 
that the contraction of our borders 
by withdrawal may serve as a temp- 
tation to the other side to destroy the 
fragile bridge of peace that is being 


. constructed, phase by phase. Nor 


must we forget the fundamental 
difference between ourselves and 
the Arabs: that every Arab state 
which fights against us will remain 
in existence even after It has been 
defeated, whereas Israe] will be 
destroyed after it has lost the last 
battle. ᾿ 

At the same time, it ia in our in- 
terest to do everything possible to 
prevent the terrible holocaust 
evisaged by Prof. Yaakov Talmon, 
who in an article in the ‘'New 
Republic” in 1976, warned the Arabs 
not to forget that ‘an apocalyptic 
day of judgment" would certainly 
not spell doom for one side to the con- 
flict only, but would also engulf the 
other. 


WITH ALL RESPECT for Sadat's 
visit and for his deciarations about a 
revolutionary change in the relations ~ 
between us and our neighbours, we 
must refect his categorical demand 


- that any agreement with him must 


be simultaneously implemented with 
-all our other neighbours. Only when 
they agree to sit down with us at the 
conference table will we discuss the 
actual terms of peace with them, the 
extent of our withdrawal from the 
occupied territories and the rights of 
the Palestinians. 

Judea and Samaria were taken by 
us in the Six Day War, when Hussein 
joined forces with Nasser, and it is 
with Hussein that the conditions for 
the return of these territories are to 


be discussed, and not with Sadat. 


It is not for us to-decide whether 
there is a Palestinian entity: the 
Arabs living tn the territories trike the. 
‘ones ito determine who and what they’ ; 

poets both | identity 
.and their choice of leaders. There is 
no reason to suppose that we will 
force Hussein and his government on 
them permanently, ignoring their 
democratically expressed desire for 


a change of regime in their own state. 
hia state — of these states — Ill ot 
course come into being only after all 
the conditions for peace between us 
have been fulfilled. 

As an Israeli who rejects a bi- 
national state, and wants Israel to be 
Jewish in character, I prefer a 
neighbouring Arab state with 
Shechem as part of it to a greater 
Israel with al! the Arabs inside it. At 
the same time, we must make sure 
that this state will not seek to do us 
harm and that its Jewish inhabitants 
— if Jews too choose to live there — 
will be granted the right to continue 
to run their farms and businesses. It 
must be a state open to foreign 
visitors who come for business or 
pleasure, or to maintain historical 
tes and forms of religious worship. 
When all these conditions become 
living realities, we shall no longer be 
able to insist that between the 
Mediterranean and the desert there 
should be only two states — the 
Jewish state and Hussein’s kingdom

‘WE CANNOT but be disturbed at the 
change of attitude towards Israel in 
the U.S. Prime Minister Begin's 
visits to the White House — the 
guards-of-honour, the embraces, the 
friendly pats on the shoulder, the 
personal '‘chemistry,’’ the 
demonstratively displayed hail- 
fellow-well-met familfarity, the 
public announcements of the 
President's friendship and his sup- 
posed agreement to the peace plans 
submitted to him by the Prime 
Minister — all this empty facade has 
splintered against the rock of 
America's Interests and its rdlations 
with the Arab world. 

Begin's proposals, as such, could 
not but fail to win American support, 
for two reasons: first, because of his 
interpretation of resolution 242; and 
secondly, because of his approach to 
the Palestinian problem. If he really 
believes in the possibility of a peace 
agreement between any Arab state. 
and an Israel whose borders have, 
by intrusive Jewish settlement been 
made co-extensive with those of 
Solomon's kingdom 3,000 years ago, 
then clearly he is not living in the 
contemporary political reality of the 
world of which we are such a small 


art. 

It would be better for the Prime 
Minister to stop deluding himself by 
talking about our alliance with the 
U.S., the identity of our and their in- 
terests, and the equality of our 
partnership. Fi 

The fact that we have a 
democratic regime like America's is 
not disputed, but we do not oblige the 
Americans to show us special favour 
by constantly emphasizing this fact. 
The U.S. takes great pains to foster 
its relations with al}..the..Latini 
American countries,: not one ὍΣ" 
which has the kind of democratic 
regime it would like to see, and the 
same is true of scores of other. 
backward, totalitarian regimes all 
over the world.

in this sensitive region. Has Begin 
some secret magic formula that will 
set America free from its 
dependence on Saudi Arabian oil? Or 
have we, in our political isolation,- 

to offer America in return 
for its turning its back on the Arabs? 
Just as we have no desire to be 
driven to the last desperate resort of 
destroying the whole region, and 
ourselves with it, so there is no point 
in a David-and-Gollath 
struggle against the U.S. 


SOON after bis arrival in Mandatory 
Palestine during World War Two, 
Begin went underground and adls- 
sociated himself from the majority 
of the Yishuv. He and his movement 
took no part in any aspect of Zionist 
settlement activity. He had left the 
Zionist Organization while still in the 
Diaspora, and here in Eretz Yisrael 
he refused to accept the authority of 


‘the national institutions — the 


Jewish Agency, the Vaad Leumi, the 
Hagana — and rejected the whole 
structure of the embryonic Jewish 


-state, becoming the supreme leader 


of the dissident fighting underground 
movement, Etzel, 

When the UN Partition scheme 
‘was passed, as the outcome of the ef- 
forts of Weizmann, Ben-Gurion and 
the whole Zionist movement. Begin 
was not obliged to merge his own 
groups with the united mass of the 
Jews of Israel under the unchalleng- 
ed leadership of his bitter political 
opponent, David Ben-Gurion. Yet he 
did this, in the full knowledge that 
the Hagana would be absorbed into 
the Israel Defence Forces and that 
Etzel and Lehi would cease to exist. 

He rose above party, even to the 
extent of swallowing the bitter pill of 
the regrettable “‘Altalena” affair, 
and accepted the rulings of the 
democratic regime set up by the 
preliminary Council of the State and 
the Knesset, in the tradition es- 
tablished by the national] institutions 
of. the “Zionist Orgs tion. Begin 
could have stood rigidly by: his prin- 
ciples and have sought to subvert the 
“shameful” Partition scheme, con- 
tinuing to pursue a policy of 
territorial maximalism. But he did 
not. 

Begin's wise and courageous 
historical act stands out brightly in 
its uniqueness against the well- 
known Irredentism of so many 
Hberation movements. It seems ap- 
propriate, therefore, to quote a 
passage from an article written by 
David Ben-Gurion at the time of his 
resignation from the premiership: 

“A statesman for whom power is 
not an end in itself, but a means of 
serving his people and the ideal of 
his life, must examine the cir- 
cumstances and requirements of his 
time and place, together with his 
own capacities, qualities and 
predispositions, when he comes to 
decide whether it is desirable for 
him to continue at the helm or 
whether he should relinquish his 
post, temporarily or for good."

_ few workers who presently do not 
observe the Sabbath may begin to do 
so if they would have an alternative 
day off, besides Saturday.

Katz emphasized he has nothing 
against employers who voluntarily 
switch over to the five-day week, and 
make a go of it. ‘But let's face the 
tacts," he noted. ‘‘Of 261 Israel firms 
who tried a shorter work week, 43 
have already changed back to the 
six-day week." 

Katz sees no sense in passing a 
law “which cannot be enforced and 
whose benefits are outweighed by 
the great harm it would cause, 
economically and socially."

Five million 
work days lost 
through accidents 


TEL AVIV. — The Israel economy 
lost five mMion work days in 2877 
because cf work accidents — 12 
times moore than the days lost from 
strikes or lockcutz, Labour Minister 
Yisrael Katz told tne council of the 
Safety and Hygiene Institute here 
Wednesday. 

Dr, Katz said there were 100,000 
work accidents last year in which

Japhet, chairman of the board of the 
Bank Leumi Group, said earlier this 
week at the group's annual meeting.

— All Syd Levitt wants is 
to make a little money selling a lot of 
“Hanukka-Geld" {chocolate packag- 
ed in foil to look }ike gold coins: in 
the Greater Los Angeles area, and 
he is going to succeed this year even 
if he has to buy his "Hanukka Geld” 

in Italy, Belgium or Holland. 

So far, he has been unsuccessful — 
for the eleventh consecutive year — 
in trying to buy it directly in Israel. 
Syd and his wife run a business 
specializing in ‘‘Jewish-relaied 
needs," which means anything from 
a talit to jewelry. Most of his sales 
are in California, but about 40 per 
cent are mail orders from the rest of 
the U.S. and Canada. Turnover is 
about $150,000 a year and of this, 
“Hanukka Geld” makes up 10 to 15 
per cent. There is only one Israeli 
firm which makes this item, Elite, 
and Elite has one main outlet in the 
U.S., “Israel Commodities” in New 
York. 

“I can buy it from Israel Com-

modities."" Levitt says. ‘‘but the 
price is high. leaving me only a 15 
per cent profit. If I buy it directly in 
israel, i can make up to 36 per cent 
profit."' 

He expicined his problem to the 
Israeli representative in Los 
Angeles. Ke got ‘'sympathy™ and a 
referral to the Lsraeli representative 
in New York, where he got ‘‘sym- 
pathy" and a referral to the Export 
Institute in Tel Aviv. Here the sym- 
pathy was lavish — but the results 
were nil. Elite could sell its goods 
any way it wanted. 

Levitt claims he spends S7%,000 to 
$115,000 every year in Israel, most of 
it in direct orders and he doesn’t see 
why he has to go through a dis- 
tributor for his ““Hanukka Geld." 

He is not exactly happy either with 
the way any of the goods are shipped 
from Israel. Last year, it took six 
weeks for an air-ireight consignment 
(via El Al) to arrive. This year, he 
had two consignments tied up for two 
months in Zim ships, one in Haifa 
and one in Halifax, Canada. 


Lebanese livestock - 
to be inoculated

Dr. Arnon Shimshoni, director of 
the services, said Wednesday that all 
of the cattle of the Christian villages 
in Lebanon near the “Good Fence" 
had been inoculated against the dis- 
ease some time ago. However, 
teams have found some cattle with 
the disease in the village of Mais el- 
Jabal in the Israeli-held zone. 

All IDF soldiers have been warned 
not to touch any animals in the zone, 
he said. He added that tight restric- 
tions imposed in the North, concer- 
ning the transportation of livestock, 
will remain in effect until the teams 
complete the inoculation of all 
livestock. 

There has not been a single case of 
foot and mouth disease in Israel 
since June 1976, Shimshoni stated. 


Avner paid IL70m. in claims

TEL AVIV. — The first balance 
sheet of Avner, the motor vehicle ac- 
cident victims insurance agsociation 
was made public recently. In 1977, 
the first year of the compulsory No- 
Fault Law, the company had 
TL.800m. in assets. Avner invested its 
money mainly in bonds or deben- 
tures, and these investments earned 
more than 50 per cent. The company 
made such high profits because its 
investment policy was to buy bonds 
when they were on a down-trend. 

According to the law, Avner has to 
publish a profit and joss report only 
at the end of three years rather than 


annually, because of the relatively 
large number of cases it has pen- 


In 1977, Avner paid out 170m. in 
claims. The company which is a roof 
company for all the insurance com- 
panies in the country, paid out 
claims in three main categories. 
There were 4,600 small claims, 
which were handled quickly. Some 
partial payments were made until 
large claims were settled. Some 
large claims still remain unsettled. 

The company also gave motorists 
loans totalling 01.60m. to enable 
them to pay their insurance 
premiums in Instalments.

Obstacle to peace 


-NOW THAT President Carter has won his narrow victory in the 
U.S. Senate on the Panama Cana! Treaty, his Administration 
Mee ae? to push ahead with the arms package deal for the Middie 


Τα ὐταϊος to this plan, unveiled in Washington nearly three 
months ago, the Administration will ask the Senate to approve & 
package that would include advanced F-15 fighters for Israel, a 
much larger number of such planes for Saudi Arabia and 50 F- 
5E fighters for Egypt. The Administration has werned that it 
will not agree to unravel this package — either all three 
recipients will be confirmed their we , or none. 

‘The general assumption is that the Administration decided on 
such a package, because it feared that the Senate would resist 
confirming F-15's for Saudi Arabia. By linking this supply with 
the planes for Israel and Egypt, the Senate, it was felt, would 
have little choice but to approve. What is considered il- 
legitimate in ordinary business practice in the U.S. is apparent- 
ly acceptable in the politics of arms supplies, 

Moreover, the Carter Administration has brushed aside as 
irrelevant Israel's objections that the promised F-15's were 
already part of a previous agreement, namely the second Sinai 
withdrawal accord of 1975. 

The Senate can disallow the planes deal within one month 
after it is formally notified of the Administration's intention. 
Until now, Israel has refrained from taking a clear-cut stand on 
the issue. Now it will have to do so, and quickly, if it is to 
marshal support in the Senate. 

Given the all-or-nothing position adopted by Carter and his 
aides, there is much to be said in favour of Israel's rejecting the 
entire package, including the additional F-15's that Israel would 


oe Sertainly there is strong sentiment in the Senate against hav- 
ing the U.S. become the major arms supplier of the Middle East. 
And given Mr. Carter's repeated vows to reduce America's 
arms supplier role, the package deal is not popular in U.S. 
public opinion. 

More importantly however, the package deal is very badly 
timed. How can the U.S. expect Israel to sustain its position of 
willingness to surrender Sinai to Egypt — which is the basis of a 
possible peace agreement’ with Egypt — and complacently 
accept U.S. rearming of Sadat’s army? 

And how can Mr, Carter expect Israel to give up its air bases 
near Eilat and at Sharm e-Sheikh at a time when the U.S. in- 
tends to ship lethal F-15's to Saudi Arabia which would be based 
at Tabuk, only some 100 kilometres from Eilat? 

if anything, these American moves represent stunning 
obstacles to the peace process, 

Certainly if, as the Americans constantly repeat, there is now 
a unique opportunity for peace in the Middle East that should 
not be missed, then introduction of such new and sophisticated 
American weaponry into Egypt and Saudi Arabia should be 
delayed until the peace talks are conchided. For if a peace 
agreement would be achieved, the whole question of arms supp- 
ly levels would then have to be reviewed. And if it is to be 
achieved the arms designated for Saudi Arabia and Egypt must 
be held up. 

Israel for its part should announce its readiness to forgo its 
F-15's until the talks are concluded.
